De Gaulle has proposed more 
self-government at once for the 
North African territory and 
Moslem majority and a 
determination referendum wher 
the six-year-old nationalist 
bellion is ended.

Final official returns gave De 
Gaulle a majority of 75.25 per 
cent of the votes cast in France 
and 65.4 per cent in Al 
Nearly 40 per cent of the 
in Algeria stayed home, 
most of the abstainers v 
Moslems. In France 22.5 
cent did not vote 

The Moslem boycott ordered 
by the nationalist ‘rebels was 
particularly effective in Algiers 
and Oran, Algeria’s two largest 
cities. As a result the French 
colonists cast the majority vote 
and voted overwhelmingly 
against De Gaulle. Algiers and 
Oran were the only two depart- 
ments in France or Algeria in 
which De ‘Gaulle’s proposal did 
not carry. 

The constitutional council re- 
ported this. vote in France: 

Registered voters 26,847,953, 
ballots. cast 20,809,029; yes 15,- 
198,714, No 4,996, void bal- 
lots 613,808. 

In Algeria, of 4,414,636 regis- 
tered voters, 1,747,529 voted yes, 
782,056 voted no and there were 
110,013 invalid ballots. The re- 
mainder, 1,775,038 abstained. 


1958 Referendum Figures. 

The ‘proportion of votes cast 
and the affirmative vote also 
were smaller than the 1958. ref- 
erendum which approved De 
Gaulle’s new constitution for the 
French republic. Then 15.4 per 
cent abstained. There was no 
vigorous campaign then against 
the Constitution such as the ex- 
treme rightists, the Communists 
and the Algerian rebels waged 
this time against the new Al- 
gerian proposals. 

Louis Joxe, Minister of State in 
charge of Algerian affairs, de- 
clared: 

“For us. our task is clear. It 
consists of renewed efforts to- 
ward peace within the policy of 
self-determination which the na- 
tion has just approved. It con- 
sists at the same time in pur- 
suing the fight against fear and 
anguish, whatever their origin, 
to build a new Algeria where ev- 
eryone will have his place in 
full liberty.” 

De Gaulle had said he would 
consider an abstention as a vote 
‘against him and hinted he would 
resign if he did not get a solid 
indorsement. Premier Debre in 
a midnight television appearance 
claimed a great victory for the 
government and said exultantly, 
‘‘What a feeling of rallying, uni- 
ty and strength the nation has 
shown, rising above those who 
work to divide.”’

MOSCOW, Jan. 9 (UPI)—The 
Communist. party newspaper 
Pravda yesterday called reports 
that flying saucers were sighted 
over the Soviet Union ‘Ameri 
can-manufactured nonsense.”’

SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS U.S. ON 
DIXUN-YATES FEE 


Tribunal Rules That 
$1,867,545 Damages 
for Cancellation 


Need Not Be Paid. 


WASHINGTON, = Jan. 
—The Supreme Court ruled to- 
day that the United States need 
not pay $1,867,545 Petes 
cancellation of. the controversial 
Dixon-Yates power plant con- 
tract. 

Chief Justice Ear] Warren de- 
livered the 6-to-3 decision. Jus- 
tice John M. Harlan wrote a dis- 
senting opinion in which Justices 
Charles E. Whittaker and Potter 
Stewart joined. 

The court ruled on a govern- 
ment appeal from a decision by 
the United States Court of 
Claims, awarding the amount to 
the Dixon-Yates combine for its 
expenditures on the project be- 
fore President Eisenhower can- 
celled the contract in 1955. 

Signed ‘in 1954, the Dixon- 
Yates contract touched off a 
fight between private and public 
power interests in the Tennessee 
Valley Authority area. The argu- 
ment became a political issue, 
and there was a congressional 
investigation. 

Conflict of Interest. 

J. Lee Rankin, United States 
Solicitor General, argued before 
the Supreme Court that the con- 
tract was unenforceable and the 
Government was not liable be- 
cause of a conflict of interest on 
the part of one of those taking 
part for the Government in nego- 
tiations for the contract. 

Adolphe Wenzell, a New York 
investment banker, served as 
consultant to the Budget Bureau 
during part of the negotiations. 
At the time, he also was a vice 
president of the First Boston 
Corp., which eventually became 
interested in the financing of the 
power plant. 

Counsel for Dixon-Yates told 
the high court that Dixon-Yates 
early in the negotiations had 
called attention to a_ possible 
conflict of interest and sug- 
gested that Wenzell withdraw 
but the Government permitted 
Wenzell to continue. There was 
no agreement or understanding, 
the counsel said, that Dixon- 
Yates would go to First Boston 
for its financing. 

In making a claim against the 
Government, the combine said it 
sought only to recover out-of- 
pocket costs. 

Majority Opinion. 

Justice Warren, for the court 
majority, said the government 
may disaffirm a contract which 
s ‘‘infected by an illegal conflict 
of interests.’’

Range of Service. 

The county police furnish serv- 
ice to all unincorporated areas 
and to those incorporated areas 
which contract for it. At present, 
seven municipalities make use of 
this service. Eleven communities 
having no police departments of 
their own do not. contract for it. 

The county’s 117-member de- 
partment operates under a 
budget of slightly less than $1,- 
000,000. Funds to employ 35 ad- 
ditional officers are included in 
the department’s 1961 budget re- 
quests, which total $1,322,118. 

The budget is financed through 
the general property tax which 
the county levies against all resi- 
dents. If the department’s budget 
is approved, every county tax- 
payer would pay approximatety 
9 cents on each $100 of assessed 
property valuation to support the 
department. 

Though all county taxpayers 
support the county police, most 
of them receive no service from 
it. Most county residents live in 
incorporated areas which have 
their own police departments, 
which they must support also. 

Thus, a resident of Clayton, for 
example, pays a tax of about 9 
cents on each $100 of assessed 
property to the county to sup- 
port its police department, and 
about 21 cents to the city of 
Clayton to suppert the commu- 
nity’s 35-man department. 

Rebates Promised. 

In other communities checked 
by the Post-Dispatch slightly less 
than one-third of the municipal 
taxes go toward support of the 
municipal departments.

“We will need full and 
cient collection of existing tax 
and we will have to 
thoroughly implement present 
laws to secure equitable enforce- 
ment of tax regulations.” 


Dalton pledged his new Dem- 
ocratic state administration to 
high ethical standards and strict 
law observance and_ enforce- 
ment. There is a need, he de- 
clared, for a formal ethical code 
for the officials of state govern- 
ment.

The appointments cannot be 
sent officially to the Senate un- 
til after Jan. 20 when Kennedy 
takes office.

Senate Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana, the new Democratic ma- 
jority leader, over the weekend 
predicted speedy Senate con- 
firmation of Kennedy's Cabinet 
choices.

by Senate committees. 

Scrutiny for Brother. 

Indications are that the Presi- 
dent-elect’s brother, Robert F. 
Kennedy, will get the closest 
look as Attorney General-desig- 
nate.

Both North and South paid 
tribute to the commanding gen- 
erals of the rival armies that 
battled for four years. 


Troops in full dress uniform 
stood under chilly, leaden skies 
in New York City while wreaths 
were laid in honor of the North- 
ern commander, Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant, at his tomb on the bank of 
the Hudson river. | 


The general’s grandson, Maj. 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant III, chair- 
man of the National Civil War 
Centennial Commission, placed 
the first of four wreaths in front 
of the tomb. 


“The most wonderful part of 
the Civil War,” he said, ‘‘was 
that the members of the two 
armies were afterward able to 
work together to make this great 
nation what it is today.’’ 

Above him inscribed in granite 
were his grandfather’s words: 
‘“‘Let us have peace.’’ 

The United States Military

Perhaps there can be no Baron Haussmann 
in St. Louis to reshape it as he brought into 
being the new Paris with its boulevards and 
vistas of harmonious facades.

Sweetening a Dictator? 

The United States has joined in the new 
decision of the Council of the Organization 
of American States to increase economic 
sanctions against the Dominican Republic. 
The OAS resolution calls on the sister re- 
publics to cut off exports of oil, trucks and 
spare parts to the discredited Trujillo dic- 
tatorship. 

Two weeks earlier, however, the United 
States authorized an eight-fold increase in 
the Dominican sugar quota. A special penalty 
on this sugar will not detract much from the 
added support given the Trujillos, and will 
detract nothing from the resentment of other 
Latin American states, Brazil in particular, 
which need dollars from sugar exports and 
resent aid for the Dominican dictator. 

Fidel Castro’s hostility first led the Eisen- 
hower Administration to play politics with 
the sugar market, and that is a risky business 
at best. But if Washington is to continue to 
play politics with sugar, at least it ought to 
play on the right side. 


Dillon and Roosa at Treasury 


President Eisenhower may have been put 
out, as reported, by C. Douglas Dillon’s ac- 
ceptance of a post in the Kennedy Cabinet, 
but his letter to Mr. Dillon on the occasion 
of his resignation as Under Secretary of 
State bore no hint of displeasure. The Presi- 
dent pointed out that Mr. Dillon. a Republi- 
can, would face certain: difficulties as the 
new Secretary of the Treasury because of his 
association with the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, but he expressed confidence that Mr. 
Dillon would support sound financial policies 
and be successful in his endeavors. 

7 Mr. Dillon’s appointment, despite some par- 
lisan opposition, has been favorably received 
by the financial community, and so has that 
of Robert V. Roosa, research vice president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
who will be Under Secretary of the Treasury 
for Monetary Affairs. Mr. Roosa, an authori- 
ty on money and public finance, will’be in 
direct charge of issuing the securities that 
comprise the fedefal debt and will participate 


So it is immensely important. 


in planning ways of halting the outflow of 
United States gold and dollars. Advocates of 
“sound money” have applauded the appoint- 
ment. 

If President-elect Kennedy's. campaign 
raised any doubts about his fiscal conserva- 
tism, they should now be set at rest.: Mr. 
Kennedy has placed management of the coun- 
try’s finances in expert hands. And yet they 
are in the hands of men young enough (Mr. 
Dillon is 51, Mr. Roosa 42) to bring imagina- 
tion and energy to their jobs. 


Washington and the Schools 

President-elect Kennedy is studying the 
multi-billion dollar school assistance program 
submitted by his task force. His record 
and campaign pledges, not to mention the 
needs of American education, suggest that 
he will seek legislation more or less in line 
with it. Differences are more likely to occur 
in amounts than in purposes, 

The largest sum recommended—an estl- 
mated $1,400,000,000 a year—would be dis- 
tributed. among public schools in all states 
to provide $30 per pupil. An additional $20 
would go to areas in which incomes are below 
70 per cent of the national average. A $20 
per pupil allowance also would be made to 
urban schools facing special problems. The 
pattern here is similar to that of earlier 
school aid proposals which offered something 
to all, and more to those less able to meet 
their needs. The money would be for con- 
struction, salaries or other expenditures to 
“lift the schools to a new level of excellence.” 

Grants and loans are suggested to enable 
colleges to accommodate 1,000,000 more stu- 
dents in next five years. Grants would 
be made on a matching basis, dollar for dollar, 
to avoid undue reliance on federal funds. 
With the same purpose, public school authori- 
ties would be required to ‘‘maintain or Iin- 
support of education.” 
restrictions may draw _ objections 
elements in the “school lobby” 
on the ground that they constitute federal 
control of the local function of education. 
Yet Congress would be remiss if it did 
not school districts to use federal 
funds for purposes it believes to be in the 
national interest, and if it did not make 
certain that such funds were not perverted 
to ease local taxes. 

Considering the rather inadequate level of 
teachers and teaching in some areas, it would 
be a service rather than a disservice if Con- 
gress set broad and reasonable standards as 
to subject matter and school.support in con- 
nection with the proposed grants. By and 
large, state and local school authorities are 
more liable to yield to questionable pressures 
than is the Government.

The Robots Have Their Troubles 


There is encouragement for those indi- 
viduals who have been overawed by robot 
machines and electronic computers. which 
operate a railroad switchyard, translate from 
the Russian, solve in two minutes a problem 
that would take 10 mathematicians 10 years, 
and run a factory production line. According 
to The Wall Street Journal, some firms are 
complaining that sophisticated circuitry and 
masterful machinery break down frequently, 
cost too much to operate or otherwise fail. 

The Naval Supply Center at Norfolk, Va., 
is firing a computer that for several months 
has filled orders for 600,000 nautical items 
the depot uses. A sportswear firm is ousting 
a computer which rented for $180,000 an- 
nually for one with a lower IQ and a rental 
fee of $80,009. The new post office at Provi- 
dence, R.L, first of a chain of automated 
offices planned by the Government, has found 
its electronic mail canceling machine. can’t 
tell United States stamps from foreign and 
trading stamps. Oil industry engineers say 
automated refineries are not working out as 
well as expected. 

While it is to be borne in mind that a lot 
of blacksmiths, livery stable men and wagon 
makers laughed at the _ gasoline-propelled 
horseless carriage during its early years, 
there is no harm in rejoicing that electronic 
brains still are far from being on a par with 
human cerebral powers. It would be just 
too bagl to go around fearing the day is immi- 
nent when one set of master robots could 
be telling a horde of slave robots what to do 
and when. 


Backing for County Police 


If Supervisor McNary now will supplement 
his. formal indorsement of the County Police 
bills with an effective campaign in their be- 
half, the proposals ought not to have any 
great difficulty getting through the Legisla- 
ture. But to be effective he will have to 
assume responsibility for lining up the whole 
county delegation ‘behind the measures, 
which apply only in St. Louis county. If he 
does, the bills can be expected to pass. Out- 
State legislators would have neither reason 
nor inclination to say No. 


Both proposals involve amendments to the 
Missouri Constitution. One would permit the 
county to levy a special police tax as the 
first step toward setting up an improved 
method of police financing and providing for 
tax rebates to those communities maintaining 
police forces that meet certain minimum 
standards. There are no real standards now, 
The other would pave the way for a pension 
system for county officers. Each was offered 
in the last General Assembly but never 
enacted, in part because the bills got only 
lip-service support from Mr. McNary and in 
part because of Republican blindness to the 
need. 

The present measures were offered by 
State State Representative F. Neil Asche- 
meyer (Dem.) of Olivette and a bipartisan 
group of his House colleagues from the 
county. This is plus. But Mr. McNary must 
stand up to the north county combine of 
police chiefs and township politicians who 
do not want the County Department to be- 
come the effective force it must become if 
the county is to be free of organized crime. 
The time for effective action is growing short.

‘It’s kinda hard to believe,” 
Cal Griffith said. ‘‘We don’t 
open season ticket sales until 
Monday. But it says in the 
contract that bondholders on 
the stadium get first crack at 
the choice seats, and already 
we've got orders for almost 
half-a-million dollars’ worth, 
about 1600 seats.’’ 


The other half-million that 
Griff has collected—actually 
$525,0%—came from the sale 
of seven players at $75,000 
each to the new Los Angeles 
and Washington clubs. That 
dough came in and was banked 
only last Friday, so it won't 
have to be reported for taxes 
until next year, 


A box seat sells for $234 for 
the season, or $3 for each of 
the 78 dates in the 8l-game 
home season. Reserved seats 
are $195 for the season, or 
$2.50 for each home date. It 
has been announced that only 
12,000 season tickets will be 
sold, approximately $2,500,000 
worth. 

Rent for the stadium is 7 
per cent of the home club’s 
net, after taxes and the vis- 
iting club’s share have come 
off the top.» The Twins will 
also get the concessions minus 
10 per cent on profitable items 
only. Income from non-profit 
merchandise like scorecards 
and tobacco doesn’t have to 
be split. 


After Seven Years 


How does a club get a deal 
like this? Well, seven years 
ago a young man named 
Jerry Moore, then president 
of the Minneapolis Chamber 
of Commerce, decided this 
was a major league town in 
major league territory. He 
enlisted allies, and chief among 
his converts were Bill Boyer, 
automobile dealer and now 
president of the C. of C. 
(Moore is executive vice presi- 
dent), and Charley Johnsen, 
executive sports editor of the 
Ster and Tribune. 

They hired a research firm 
whose report was that the area 
could produce an average an- 
nual attendance of 700,000 for 
major league baseball from 
1953 to 1960, increasing to 
1,000,000 after the latter date. 
(Population of the metropolitan 
area, with a radius of 35 miles, 
is estimated at 1,500,000 now.) 

Even back in 1953 there was 
a major league realignment 
committee but it wasn’t doing 
anything. “‘Get a stadium,”’ the 
committee said, so the“guys 
up here did. How they did“t is 
a long and wonderful story 
that boils down to this: Public 
funds couldn't be used, so the 
guys went outand sold bands 
and built with $4,5° of pri- 
vate capital. 

They couldn’t build in Minn- 
eapolis and they couldn’t build 
in St. Paul, because the two 
towns are always battling. So 
they built in Bloomington, the 
southern point of an equila- 
teral triangle about eight miles 
for the center of each city. 
Now that major league tenants 
are guaranteed summer and 
fall, the city is backing a 
$4,000,000 bond issue to enlarge 
capacity from 22,000 to 30,000 
for baseball, 40,000 for football.

WHEN YOU PLAN a menu, 
where do you start? Why, with 
meat, of course. Chances are 
you never sat down to figure 
out why; you just do it instinc- 
tively. But there are sound 
reasons. For one thing, it’s 
usually the most expensive item 
On the menu. For another, it’s 
such an important part of the 
meal that one often hears 
expression, ‘‘If the meat is right, 
the meal is right.” 

Then, of course, there’s the 
matter of nutrition. Meat—any 
Kind or cut of meat—is an excel- 
Jent source of the complete, high- 
quality protein which is so im- 
portant to our physical well- 
being. 

Whether the meat you choose 
fs the homey frank or an elegant 
steak will depend upon the bud- 
Bet and the occasion. Steak is 
almost invariably the choice of 
the man of the house; next time 
you prepare it capture all of the 
succulent juices by heating the 
Vegetables in a foil-lined broiler 
pan under the steak as it broils 
On the grid.

The combination of meat. and 
vegetables cooked in| gravy on 
top of the stove is a favorite in 
almost every country. There are | 
many variations, of course. The 
meat may be veal, beef, lamb, 
kidneys, rabbit, game or poultry

Kennedy Indicates 
Ear for Good Music 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9. 
THE ONLY POLITICIAN YI can remember who knew any- 
Ching about music (or dared admit it anyway) was Fiorello 
LaGuardia, who not only attended concerts but liked to con- 
duct them, as he lil 


ked to conduct everything. The second one 


may we President-elect 
Kennedy. I say ‘‘may’”’ be- 
cause I don’t really know 
about that. But the inaugu- 
ral concert sounds as if he 
didn’t have the tin ear of 
his predecessors. 

For the first time in 
eight years, the inaugural 
committee was asked to 
submit four programs of 
serious music. The Presi- 
dent-elect wanted a serious 
concert and he’s going to 
have one. In fact, this may 
be the second inaugural 
concert that wouldn't 
shame an orchestra, The 
National Symphony will 
open the program with an 
orchestral suite by John La 
Montaine. Mischa Elman 

JOHN CROSBY will then play Vivaldi’s 
“Concerto in G Minor.” 
That'll be followed by Randall Thompson’s ‘‘Testament of 
Freedom”’ played by the National Symphony and sung by the 
Howard University Choir. After the intermission will come 
Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘Romeo and Juliet Fantasy’? and George 
Gershwin’s ‘‘Rhapsody in Blue” with Earl Wild at the piano. 
So it isn’t Palestrina, but it’s a lot more avant garde than 
the first inaugural concert of President Eisenhower. That was 
a light-headed affair indeed. Fred Waring and his Pennsyl- 
vanians and Glee Club did ‘‘The Nutcracker Suite” and a 
Cole Porter medley. (Pretty good Porter tunes—‘‘You’re the 
Top,” ‘‘Anything Goes,’’ ‘I Get a Kick Out of You,” and 
‘‘Blow, Gabriel, Blow.’’) Ethel Merman sang ‘“‘There’s No 
Business Like Show Business.”’ 


Waring and the Glee Club then performed a num- 
ber called ‘‘“Mamie, We All Love You,” which, I guess, 
was written for the occasion and never performed 
since. That was followed by “Ike, Mr. President,” 
another little gem written for the occasion which will 
be revived strictly for laughs on television shows in 
the year 2053. 


There were a few serious notes—a chorale by Bach; the 
premiere of a Morton Gould piece, “Declaration,” played by 
the National Symphony; Lily Pons sang a bit of “Rigoletto.” 
President Eisenhower never showed up at all, the first con- 
temporary President who hasn’t. (George Murphy was director 
of entertainment which might account for the show biz smell 
of that concert.) 

Inaugural concerts go right back to George Washington 
and they have taken many forms, some of them slightly 
ridiculous. There has practically never been one that resembled 
the sort of thing you go to Carnegie Hall for (with the possible 
exception of the one coming up). The first concerts were 
simply intermissions from the dancing at the inaugural ball. 
At Washington’s first inaugural there were 20 minutes of 
minuet music; then back to the dancing. (Washington was the 
only President to venture out on the dance floor for about 130 
years.) 

The first concerts were performed by the United States 
Marine Band. Naturally, march music predominated. The 
Presidents sometimes stuck their personal oar into the affair, 
usually disastrously. President Taylor, for instance, insisted 
the music be furnished by a touring Austrian band. 

The concert became an event separate from the inaugural 
ball during the Buchanan Administration. This was because 
Buchanan wanted the famous Germania orchestra at his ball. 
That left the Marine Band out in the cold. The Marine Band 
had its own affair which has since become the traditional 
inaugural concert. 

President McKinley introduced the chorale which has since 
become fairly standard. The chorus started out singing patri- 
otic songs and at President Teddy Roosevelt’s inaugural there 
was a 500-voice choir. As a matter of fact, they had three 
different inaugural concerts for Teddy Roosevelt. (In 1909, 
William Howard Taft had six different concerts, one of them 
by a band imported from Manila.) 


Actually, we havé been marching slowly toward 
musical respectability. From minuets, to marches, to 
chorales, all interspersed with slushly light classics. 
The first Franklin D. Roosevelt inaugural in 1933 intro- 
duced the opera concert. Two of the stars were Law- 
rence Tibbett and Rosa Ponselle. The third soloist, 
Efram Zimbalist, played somethiag called “On the 
Prairie,” written by the incoming Secretary of the 
Treasury, William H. Woodin. (It was described as a 
*‘never-to-be-forgotten concert” which has not been 
remembered by anyone until right now.) 


In 1941, at the third Franklin Roosevelt inaugural, the 
concert featured the National Symphony and that phrase which 
is now dimming with age—‘‘stars of stage, screen, and radio.”’ 
One of the stars of “‘stage, screen, and radio” was Mickey 
Rooney. I have no idea what he did.

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Cubans at Guantanamo Are in Difficult Spot 


At Night, 


What life {s like at 
tanamo naval base, an Amer 
ican port in a Communist 
storm, is told in this second 
of a series of eyewitness re- 
ports by Jim Bishop, author 
and columnist.

GUANTANAMO, Cuba. 

Four Cuban salesmen dropped 
into the officers club at noon 
and they bubbled too happily, as 
worried men sometimes do. They 
were rich, two years ago, The 
26th of July revolutionary gov- 
ernment confiscated everything 
but poverty, so these men now 
sell razor blades and booze and 
Hat Tuey beer, 

‘Fidel and Raul and Che were 
in a boat,”’ said the fat one 
who perspired. ‘“‘A storm came 
up. The boat sank. Who was 
saved?’’ Before anyone could 
guess, he yelled ‘“‘Cuba!” and 
everyone laughed. 
that he tells the same joke in 
Havana and the men in the boat 
are Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
Johnson, 

The base is quiet at noon. All 
the destroyers are out to sea, 
throwing missiles that come 
down in the clear sea and hunt 
for hidden submarines. At the 
docksides, the arc welder’s torch 
vies with the sun. 

The Guantanamo base runs 
about five or six miles in each 
direction and the break is in the 
middle, where the clear blue 
Caribbean comes in to make one 
of the best deep water harbors 
in the world. Average depth in- 
side is 33 feet. The channels are 
40 feet and deeper. They can ac- 
commodate the Queen Elizabeth, 


The base is alert without 
being on an alert. Enlisted 
men play ball under lights in 
off duty hours. Four hundred 
Marines patrol 24 miles of wire 
fence. If trouble comes, Guan- 
tanamo will repel it and expel 
it with missile cruisers, de- 
stroyers, jet bombers and the 
little band of 400 *Marines. 

The real counteraction—tre- 
mendous fire power from sea, 
air and land—will be directed 
from the headquarters of Adm. 
Robert Dennison at Norfolk. 
Dennison has 4-star rank and 
is, among other things, su- 
preme commander of the At- 
lantic for NATO. 


If the Castro government 
seeks war as a diversion from in- 
ternal convulsions, reprisals will 
come from Key West, Jackson- 
Naval Base, Roosevelt 
Roads in Puerto Rico, Guanta- 
namo itself, and Norfolk, head- 
quarters of the Atlantic Fleet. 

Guantanamo counts its people 
carefully; 3300 officers and men; 
2400 ‘wives and children; 2300 
Cuban workers on the docks and 
in the post exchanges; 700 
Cuban domestics. 

There are two air strips—Mc- 
Calla and Leeward Point—which 
sit on opposite sides of the har- 


Guan- 
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bor, At Radio Point, the tiled 
roofs of officers’ homes shim- 
mer in the sun.

The final touch occurred a 
few months ago. The base 
staged Saturday night dances 
and a middle-aged Cuban cou- 
ple brought nice girls to these 
dances and chaperoned them 
home. 

After relations between Cuba 
and the United States became 
strained, the girls were on 
their way home when they 
were arrested by Castro’s sol- 
diers on a charge of smug- 
gling contraband. They were 
taken to a police station and 
stripped. The girls were kept 
nude all night, while soldiers 
studied them and_ shouted: 
“These are prostitutes who 
give their love to the Amer- 
icans.”’ 

In the morning, the parents 
of the girls were dismayed to 
learn that the Castro govern- 
ment had broadtast the names 
of all the girls and hinted that 
they were of low moral char- 
acter. From that day on, no 
one has been allowed in Guan- 
tanamo who hasn’t business on 
the base and no one has been 
allowed off.

Growth Formulas 


HERE’S ONE SET of formulas to calculate how tall a 
baby will be when he or she grows up. There are other 
formulas, but this one seems to work reasonably well: 

BOYS: sa pies: wa 2 years and multiply by two to 

” st sag et get height at 18 years. 

Take weight at 2 years 
and multiply by five to 
estimate weight at 18 
years. 
GIRLS: Take height at 
18 months, multiply by 
two to find height at 18 
years; take weight at 18 
months and multiply by 
five to find weight at 18 
years. 
Or here’s another for- 
mula for height: 
Take the mother’s 
DR. MOLNER height, multiply by 1.08. 
Then add the father’s height. Divide the answer by two, to get 
the likely height of a son. 

Or, for girls: Take the father’s height, and multiply by 
$23. Add mother’s height. Divide by two. 

Obviously this isn’t going to work in all cases. It isn’t 
often that two or more sons (or daughters) will turn out to 
be exactly the same height. But usually they are more or 
less alike, and when a child is substantially different, it’s the 
exception rather than the rule. 

After all, we are the products of our heredity. If, in a 
family of average height, there happens to be one grand- 
parent, or great-grandparent, who happened to be unusually 
tall or unusually short, it’s not surprising for an occasional 
child to inherit the characteristic. In fact, I think it might 
be a pretty dull world if everybody grew up to be strictly 
average in size, shape, brains and disposition. 

Heredity is a powerful and persistent force, but it mixes 
in varying proportions all the characteristics in the family 
tree. Remember the beautiful actress who wanted to marry 
George Bernard Shaw, arguing that children with her beauty 
and his brains would be pretty wonderful? And G.B.S. wisely 


declined on grounds that “they might have MY looks and 
YOUR brains.”

LONG BEFORE the quail sea- 
son ended in mid-December, two 
weeks earlier than usual, many 
a Missouri gunner had racked 
up his fowling piece and called 
it a day. The reason was every- 
where the same—no quail—even 
though we keep hearing about 
small ‘“‘pocket areas’’ scattered 
throughout the state which had 
a normal bobwhite population. 
It is also true that southeast 
Missouri, which missed last win- 
ter’s disastrous snows, had a 
fair quail crop 

One thing which always hap- 
pens in such a year is loud com- 
plaint that the season should 
never have been opened; that it 
should have been closed state- 
wide to save what few birds 
there were for next year’s breed- 
ing stock. I can't help feeling 
sympathetic with this viewpoint, 
although in saying this I am 
probably going against some gen- 
eral findings of our Missouri 
Conservation Commission. This 
Organization undoubtedly does a 
fine job of research and manage- 
ment on all of our game species. 


One excellent example of this 
research is the recently pub- 
lished report by quail biologist 
Jack Stanford of the commission 
staff. It has the title “Here 
Today and Gone Tomorrow—A 
Discussion of Bobwhite Quail 
Population Trends and Why Quail 
Stocking Fails.’ 


Rather surprisingly, this 
business of artificial stocking 
of pen-raised quail on what 
might be called wild and un- 
managed lands is brought up 
by individual gunners and 
sportsmen’s groups, every 
time we get a situation such 
as exists this year. This is in 
spite of the fact that countless 
millions of dollars have been 
spent by a dozen states during 
the past 40 years in quail- 
stocking attempts — and that 
every one has ended in 100 
per cent failure. 


In his report, Stanford details 
the experience of one state— 
Pennsylvania—where the plant- 
ing of pen-raised stock not only 
failed to increase the quail sup- 
ply, but so weakened the native 
wild stock by crossing with tame 
birds that the species was almost 
wiped out. He modestly refrains 
from spelling out the story. of 
Missouri’s failures in this field, 
but it can be said that we have 
made our share of mistakes and 
wasted our share of money. The 
sad thing was, we knew better 
but could not resist the political 
pressures from groups of so- 
called sportsmen who operate on 
the basis of Southey’s poem 
“‘How little do they see what is, 
who frame their hasty judgments 
on that which seems.” 


Many things affect quail popu- 
lations throughout long periods 


of years and also in individual

years. These include poor hatch- 
ing success due to flood 
drouth, extremely severe win- 
ters such as we had last year, 
the destruction of habitat includ- 
ing food and cover, either per- 
manently or temporarily, natural 
turnover and the cyclic highs 
and lows which are common to 
many wildlife populations. All 
these things and many more are 
discussed by Stanford in this ex- 
cellent report which I assume is 
available to individuals and 
sportsmen’s groups on request. 

The year which ended recently 
brought cessation to most out- 
door activity until spring rolls 
round again. True enough, the 
avid angler can find steady 
fishing in the big impoundments 
if he is hardy enough to enjoy 
a coating of ice on his line.

Even 
the wildfowler can stretch his 
sport for a few more days if 
he doesn’t mind cost of trans- 
portation and big out-of-state 
hunting fees divided by to- 
day’s miniscule bag limits. 


3y and large, however, the 
small furred and feathered crea- 
tures—and even the large ones— 
can breathe a sigh of relief and 
go back to worrying about the 
food supply and less vicious 
predators than man. Yet this is 
not quite true, for some country 
gunners are never idle and hunt 
with the motto, “If k’s alive— 
kill #.”’ 

One would like to hold a bet- 
ter opinion of American sports- 
manship. Yet within the week 
we've heard of a doe chased 
by the dogs until exhausted and 
then caught in a fence to die 
a slow death; and of another 
illegally jack-lighted and killed 
and only the hind-quarters taken.
